Sax be, who warn ed abo u t effects o f 
lax mo rality in go v ern men t Thu rsday 
in a co mmen cemen t address at the 
Ohio State Un iv ersity Law Scho o l at 


Co lumbus, turned to business ethics in 
a speech prepared fo r the To ledo Area 
Go v ernmental Research Asso ciatio n. 
A Justice Department spo kesman said 
Sax be plans to discuss the need fo r 
hig her standards of mo ral respo nsibil­ 
ity in fo ur o f fiv e speeches he is mak­ 
ing in a fo ur-day to ur o f his ho me 
state. 
In his warning to the "business co m­ 
munity ,” Sax be said “ we canno t ex ­ 


pect to hav e an ho nest, mo ral so ciety 
if we shav e o ur o wn ethics and cut co r­ 
ners with the law.” 
Sax be said o ne o f the pro blems “ is 
the feeling amo ng to o many in the 
business co mmunity that any means 
are acceptable to achiev ing pro fits and 
that the crime is no t in the do ing but 
in the g etting caug ht.” 
He said, “ there are mo re way s to be 
caug ht than simply hav ing the FBI o r 


the SEC (Securities and Ex chang e 
Co mmissio n) pay a call. Businessmen 
can g et caug ht by the public as well.” 
Peo ple will no t co ntinue to buy pro ­ 
ducts o f firms they mistrust, Sax be 
said, there are limits to the “ reserv o ir 
o f trust” in business. 
“ And if they hav e no cho ice bid to 
buy , there still may be a resentment 
that will simply bide its time fo r a 
chance to be felt.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary o f 
State Hen ry A. Kissin ger met with 
n ewsmen Thu rsday to rep o rt o n his 
Mideast p eace mak in g triu mp h, bu t in ­ 
stead faced a barrage o f q u estio n s 
fro m rep o rters try in g to fin d o u t whe­ 
ther he au tho rized White Ho u se wire­ 
tap s o n his emp lo y es. 
After an swerin g o n e q u estio n o n Eu ­ 
ro p ean affairs an d o n e co n cern in g So ­ 
v iet in flu en ce in the Mideast the Se­ 
cretary was hit by the first o f a series 
o f q u estio n s cm the illegal su rv eillan ce 
co n du cted by the White Ho u se “p lu m­ 
bers”.' 
A rep o rter to ld him that Ho u se Ju ­ 
diciary Co mmittee members Thu rsday 
heard ev iden ce that Kissin ger, H.R. 
Haldeman an d White Ho u se chief o f 
staff Alex an der Haig had sp ecifically 
req u ested that fo rmer Atto rn ey Gen er­ 
al Jo hn Mitchell co n du ct the 17 so - 
called n atio n al secu rity wiretap s. 
Kissing er said he had no t heard the 
repo rt, then added defensiv ely , “ I hav e 
attempted to serv e the g o v ernment in 
an ho n o rable way fo r the past fiv e and 
o n e half y ears.” 
After mo re q u estio n s, Kissin ger was 
ask ed whether he reco mmen ded the 
wiretap s. “I did n o t mak e a direct rec­ 
o mmen datio n ,” he said. “Bu t as (fo r­ 
mer Atto rn ey Gen eral) Ellio t Richard­ 
so n p o in ted o u t, that in the co n tex t o f 
the gen eral p ro gram that ex isted, the 
su p p ly in g o f n ames led to the wire­ 
tap p in g o f so me in div idu als who had 
had access to the do cu men ts in q u es­ 
tio n .” 
When ask ed what k in d o f reco m­ 
men datio n s he had made, Kissin ger 
sn ap p ed: “I thin k this is a p ress co n ­ 
feren ce an d n o t a cro ss ex amin atio n .” 
Kissin ger, who den ied mak in g an y 
reco mmen datio n s fo r the bu ggin g in 
testimo n y befo re the Sen ate Fo reign 
Relatio n s Co mmittee, said his testimo ­ 
n y was su p p o rted by Richardso n , Haig 
an d FBI files fo u n d in Ehrlichman ’s 
safe. 
“I do n o t p ro p o se to en gage in an y 
fu rther discu ssio n o f this ep iso de,” he 
said. 
Bu t an o ther q u estio n er ask ed Kissi- 
riger if he co u ld reco n cile the co n ­ 
tradicto ry statemen ts, say whether an y 
p ro secu to r o r agen cy o f the U.S. go v ­ 
ern men t had co n tacted him in refe­ 
ren ce to a p erju ry in v estigatio n , o r if 
he had retain ed co u n sel again st a p o s­ 
sible p erju ry in dictmen t 
“I hav e n o t retain ed co u n sel an d I 
am n o t co n du ctin g my o ffice as if it 
were a co n sp iracy ... I will an swer n o 
fu rther q u estio n s o n this su bject,” Kis­ 
sin ger said. 
A rep o rter said that fo rmer White 
Ho u se aide Charles Co lso n last mo n th 
swo re in a co u rt dep o sitio n that Kissi­ 
n ger had k n o wn as lo n g ago as Ju ly 14, 
1971 that his aide, Dav id Yo u n g, had 
been assign ed to the “p lu mbers” u n it, 
which was created by Presiden t Nix o n 
to in v estigate Dan iel Ellsberg. 
The q u estio n er said Co lso n testified 
that o n the fo llo win g day o v er Kissi- 
n g e r ’s o bjectio n s Nix o n assign ed 
Yo u n g to the u n it an d to ld Kissin ger 
an d fo rmer Presiden tial aides H.R. 
Haldeman an d Jo hn D. Ehlrichman 
abo u t it du rin g a helico p ter ride. 
Kissin ger had p rev io u sly testified 
that he had n ev er k n o wn o f the ex is­ 
ten ce o f the “p lu mbers” by that o r an y 
o ther n ame, an d had n o idea that 
Yo u n g was en gaged in a secu rity o p er­ 
atio n .

The ju dge gav e Klein dien st a o n e- 
mo n th jail sen ten ce, then su sp en ded it.

FORREST CITY, Ark . (UPI) - To r­ 
ren tial rain s an d flash flo o din g ham­ 
p ered search effo rts to day fo r mo re 
v ictims o f a to rn ado that smashed in to 
a sho p p in g cen ter an d sk ip p ed thro u gh 
a residen tial sectio n Thu rsday after­ 
n o o n . 
At least fo u r an d p o ssibly six p erso n s 
were dead. Mo re than 100 were in ­ 
ju red. 
The St. Fran cis Co u n ty sheriff’s o f­ 
fice in itially rep o rted eight bo dies were 
fo u n d in the ru bble o f a Gibso n dis­ 
co u n t sto re in the sho p p in g cen ter. Bu t 
dep u ty sheriff Jo e McCo llu m said this 
mo rn in g there were six dead. “It ju st 
go t co n fu sed,” McCo llu m said. “They 
mu st hav e co u n ted so me twice.” 
State p o lice said they co u ld o n ly co n ­ 
firm fo u r dead “altho u gh there well 


may be six .” 
Bu t there was n o mistak in g the de­ 
v astatio n wro u ght o n Fo rrest City , a 
Mississip p i Riv er delta to wn o f 12,763 
abo u t 35 miles west o f Memp his. Early 
estimates p laced the damages at $10 
millio n . 


All o f the bo dies were fo u n d in Gib­ 
so n ’s which alo n g with an adjo in in g 
Kro ger’s gro cery sto re to o k the fu ll 
fo rce o f the to rn ado . 


“It’s wo rse than an y thin g I’v e ev er 
seen ,” said State p o lice Lt. Ken McFar- 
ran o f the damage at the sho p p in g cen ­ 
ter. “The debris is sho u lder deep .” 
McFarran said the go in g was v ery 
slo w in the sho p p in g cen ter area where 
searchers were still lo o k in g fo r bo dies.

A co ro n er’s o ffice sp o ­ 
k esman said he is stu dy in g the p o ssi­ 
bility o f an in q u est in to Glidden ’s 
death. The gu n Glidden was accu sed o f 
drawin g tu rn ed o u t to be a starter’s 
p isto l, o fficers said later. 


Rain s an d flash flo o din g also ham­ 
p ered their effo rts. 


McFarran said there had been “ex ­ 
ten siv e” lo o tin g earlier bu t n o w the 
city was sealed o ff an d he ex p ected n o 
fu rther p ro blems. 


The death to ll was ex p ected to climb.

Cap t. Ami Ro k eah, a 2 8 -y ear-o ld 
bachelo r, to ld a n ews co n feren ce ar­ 
ran ged by the army that gro u n d fire 
sho t d o wn his Mirage jet o n the six th 
d ay o f the war. He said he p arachu ted 


safely bu t p u rsu in g Sy rian tro o p s sho t 
him in the chest. 
“It was mo re than beatin gs,” he 
said , ap p earin g p ale befo re 
a battery 
o f micro p ho n es. “They to rtu red me fo r 
in fo rmatio n an d , I believ e, so metimes 
fo r p leasu re.” 
He said he had been in 
a ho sp ital fo r 
three mo n ths an d two d ay s an d d u rin g 
that time had remain ed blin d fo ld ed . He 
said his gu ard s beat him when he tried 
to remo v e the blin d fo ld . He said he re­ 
ceiv ed med ical atten tio n , “bu t n o t al­ 
way s en o u gh.”

SEATTLE, Wash. (U PI) — 
There is a kind of ritual 
dance fof American politi­ 
cians who aspire to the Presi­ 
dency. tt begins as as an 
elegantly paced statesman's 
waltz and gradually builds up 
to the rock/n’ roll beat of the 
candidate’s twist. 
It appeared at this week's 
National Governors Confer­ 
ence that the campaign ca­ 
dence still is being set by 
muffled drums and sweet vio­ 
lins. But the music obviously 
has started. 
Both Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., and Republi­ 
can Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California avoided giving any 
overt sign that they are presi­ 
dential candidates at the gov­ 
ernors’ annual outing and tal- 
kfest. But both also made 
sure that they were noticed 
—in prime time — by the po­ 
liticians and media whose at­ 
tention they need if they run. 
Kennedy’s problem is so­ 
mewhat more delicate than 
Reagan's. He was drawing 
crowds any politician would 
envy during the period when 
he would say nothing about 
his plans for 1976, and now 
that he has admitted an inter­ 
est in the office held by his 
late brother, he must take 
care to prevent his political 
holding action from escalating 
into a full scale campaign as 
he goes about the country on 
“keep-in-touch” visits. 
Kennedy came to town for 
one day, combining an ap­ 
pearance for the re-election 
campaign of Sen. Warren G. 
Magmison, D - Wash, ( and 
carefully avoiding mention of 
a potential nomination rival, 
Sen. H e n r y J a c k s o n , 
D-Wash.) with his governors 
conference assignment. 
At the conference he ex­ 
plained and defended 
his 
health insurance legislation as 
part of a panel with spokes- 
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men fro m the ad min istratio n 
and organized med icin e. But 
Ken n ed y carefully avoided 
letting the occasion become a 
d eb ate th at mig h t b e b iUed as 
a test of h is wit ojHUung po- 
w e r .

portunity. 
He held two formal news 
conferences within 12 hour* — 
complete with prepared state­ 
ments wanting of the pitfalls 
of government medicine and 
federal land use planning 
proposals. Reagan took active 
part in the sessions dealing 
wi th those subjects, but 
cleared out when the gover­ 
nors went on to other fish he 
did not wish to fry on this 
trip. 


Reagan’s apparent purpose, 
especially on the land use is­ 
sue, was to begin staking out 
some strong positions that 
will identify him in the public 
mind during the period be­ 


tween his voluntary departure 
from public office next winter 
and the Republican National 
Convention in the summer of 
1 976. 


The land use proposition is 
admirably suited to this pur­ 
pose. It gives him the oppor­ 
tunity to speak up for the 
states rights ideal that at­ 
tracts many Republicans and 
conservative Democrats and 
to attack the federal estab­ 
lishment without seeming to 
aim his barbs at any indivi­ 
duals, least of all a vice 
president whose entire public 
career has been in federal 
service. 


Kennedy will remain in the 


limelight if only because he 
will be fat the Senate for the 
next two years. 
Reagan’s 
strategy to keep his image 
alive will be to go about the 
country during that period es-

WhUe so me ma y po int to the ero sio n o f scho o l 
a utho rity a nd the a bro g a tio n o f pa renta l respo nsibil­ 
ity a s two rea so ns fo r wha t they see a s a g ro wing 
disrespect fo r the la w in this co untry , die fa ct is 
tha t the co urts a re ta king a n increa sing ly dim v iew 
these da y s o f “ summa ry punishment,” co rpo ra l o r 
o therwise. 
In wha t ha s been ca lled a la ndma rk decisio n in 
uus field, a federa l judg e in Ha no v er Co unty , Va ., 
ha s ruled tha t a student must be g iv en his co n­ 
stitutio na l rig ht o f due pro cess befo re he ca n be 
spa nked in scho o l. 
U.S. District Co urt Judg e Ro bert R. Merhig e 
a wa rded $2 00 in da ma g es to a fo urth-g ra de student, 
ho lding tha t his co nstitutio na f rig hts ha d been v io ­ 
la ted beca use he wa s no t to ld tha t he co uld a ppea l a 
“ summa ry spa nking sentence” o r tha t he ha d the 
rig ht to be represented by a n a tto rney . 
The decisio n wa s o nly * a pa rtia l v icto ry fo r the 
America n Civ il Liberties Unio n, which ha d repre­ 
sented the student a nd ha d a rg ued tha t spa nking 
wa s “ cruel a nd unusua l punishment” a nd hence 
pro hibited by the eig hth Amendment. 
Ho wev er, Judg e Merhig e’s decisio n wo uld seem to 
ha v e implica tio ns tha t g o bey o nd die questio n erf 
whether o r no t spa nking sho uld be o utla wed in the 
scho o ls, a s it pro ba bly sho uld be. 
Ho w a re tea chers o r principa ls to be ex pected to 
discipline students if ev en fo r mino r infra ctio ns they 
must first g o thro ug h the pro cess o f a dv ising them 
o f their co nstitutio na l rig hts, ho lding fo rma l hea r­ 
ing s a nd g etting inv o lv ed with a tto rney s? 
The a nswer is tha t they pro ba bly wo n't bo ther. 
Mo reo v er, it is no t just the a bsence o r uncerta inty 
o f punishment but the leng thy time la pse tha t pre­ 
v a ils to da y between the co mmissio n o f a n o ffense 
a nd the a dministering o f punishment fo r the o ffense 
tha t ma y be a no ther so urce o f co ntempt fo r la w o r 
a utho rity . 
To pun ish a child, especially a small child, by 
span kin g or some other mean s, day s or weeks after 
he does somethin g n aughty in school may be worse 
than n ot pun ishin g him at all.

Your crankcase 
contains gold 


Ev ery little bit helps in the fight again st in flation , 
which is why more an d more American s are chan g­ 
in g their own automobile en gin e oil. Some 35 to 40 
per cen t of all auto oil is n ow sold ov er the coun ter. 
But ev ery little bit hurts, too, in the fight again st 
pollution an d waste of n atural resources. An esti- 
- mated 400 to 450 million gallon s of cran kcase oil is 
simply bein g dumped ev ery y ear. 
A bill spon sored by Rep. Charles A. Van ik, 
D-Ohio, would require that all oil sold ov er the 
coun ter be packaged in resealable, return able con ­ 
tain ers carry in g a 10-cen t deposit. Dealers would 
also hav e to main tain used-oil collection poin ts. 
The idea is n ot on ly to protect the en viron men t 
but to in v igorate the oil re-refin in g in dustry , which 
in the 1960s had about 150 compan ies reclaimin g 
n early 300 million gallon s a y ear. Today , less than 
40 compan ies are processin g about 100 million gal­ 
lon s of used oil a y ear. 
Not on ly does oil n ev er wear out, thus con stitutin g 
a recy clable resource, but acoprdin g to en gin eers at 
Calspan Corp., the sludge left ov er after re-refin in g 
con tain s as much lead as low-grade ores n ow bein g 
min ed commercially . (By a process n ot completely 
un derstood, lubricatin g oil ex tracts some of the lead 
from additives in gasolin e.) 
By usin g a method it has developed, the compan y 
: say s that six to n in e million poun ds of lead should be 
recov ered an n ually from re-refin ed cran kcase oil, 
with a market value of up to $1.7 million . 
If all the oil that is curren tly bein g discarded were 
re-refin ed, an addition al 27 million poun ds of lead 
worth more than $4 million could be recovered. 


Rich U.S. penny- less 


A pen n y shortage has developed in some parts of 
the coun try . It began when the Treasury Depart­ 
men t an n oun ced that because of risin g prices an d 
scarce supplies of copper it might hav e to start 
min tin g with a substitute metal. 
Man y people began hoardin g pen n ies, eviden tly in 
the belief that they could even tually melt them down 
for their copper, though Treasury regulation s forbid 
this. 
Some stores have asked the Treasury for permis­ 
sion to issue script—paper mon ey —in lieu of pen ­ 
n ies, an d on e ban k in Akron is offerin g $1.10 for 
ev ery 10& pen n ies turn ed in . 
A pen n y may n ot buy v ery much an y more in 
these in flation ary times, but it’s comfortin g to kn ow 
that the little coin still has a vital fun ction in the 
n ation ’s mon etary sy stem. 


WASHINGTON —' The real target of 
the Watergate break-in , it n ow appears 
from con fiden tial White House docu­ 
men ts, was Sen . Ted Ken n edy , D-Mass. 


Sources close to Presiden t Nix on 
con firm that he regarded Ken n edy as 
his most dan gerous political foe. The 
Presiden t also ex pected former Demo- 
c r a t i c n ation al chairman 
Larry 
O’Brien to man iupulate the party 
machin ery in 1972 to bestow the presi­ 
den tial n omin ation upon Ken n edy . 
Up to the eve of the Democratic con ­ 
ven tion , say our sources, the Presiden t 
be l i e v e d Sen . George McGovern , 
D-S.D., would step aside at the last 
min ute to make way for Ken n edy , with 
O’Brien pullin g the strin gs behin d the 
scen es. 


Nix on had scarcely settled in to the 
White House in 1969 before he began 
seekin g political ammun ition to use 
again st Ken n edy an d O’Brien . The 
orders were tran smitted through staff 
chief H. R. Haldeman . 
A host of colorful super-sn oopers 
were recruited to in vestigate Ken n edy 
an d O’Brien . Amon g them were a 
Run y on esque ex -New York flatfoot, An ­ 
thon y Ulasewicz; a fleshy -flush-faced 
ex -New York detective, Jack Caulfield; 
the bewigged former CIA agen t an d in ­ 
curable roman tic, E. Howard Hun t; 
an d a y oun g, pedan tic security special­ 
ist who kept a red scrambler telephon e 
in his White House desk drawer, Tom 
Charles Huston . 
Less than six hours after Ken n edy 
ran off the bridge at Chappaquiddick 
on July 18, 1969, Caulfield had a man 
at the scen e searchin g for eviden ce 
that could be used to embarrass Ken ­ 
n edy . 
* 


Two y ears later, Hun t again tried to

put together a Chappaquiddick scan dal 
that would destroy Ken n edy . But the 
two gumshoes came up with little that 
the press hadn ’t already un covered. 
The White House crowd apparen tly 
was obsessed with the idea that Ken n e­ 
dy had a weakn ess for wild parties an d 
promiscuous women . But repeated in ­ 
vestigation s by Caulfield an d Ulasewicz 
failed to produce an y eviden ce. 
As a ty pical ex ample, Caulfield kept 
Ken n edy un der surveillan ce durin g a 
three-day visit to Hon olulu on August 
17-19, 1971. A secret surveillace report 
which referred to the sen ator as EMK 
was rushed to the White House. 
EMK” made n o public appearan ces 
durin g his stay in Hon olulu,” reported 
Caulfield. “In quiry ascertain ed that he 
occupied the private estate of on e 
at 
Diamon d 
Head 
On tan i, 
located 
Road, Hon olulu . 
“Discreet in quiry determin ed that 
Ken n edy used the estate solely for 
sleepin g purposes, took on ly his break­ 
fast meal at that location an d quietly 
visited frien ds at other location s on the 
islan d. 
“It is kn own that he play ed ten n is on 
August 18 at the estate of on e Lloy d 
Martin iden tified as a wealthy Hon ­ 
olulu con tractor . . . 
“An ex ten sive survey of hotels, dis­ 
creet cocktail loun ges an d other hidea­ 
way s was con ducted with a view to-. 
ward determin in g a covert EMK visit. 
The results were n egative . . . 
“In con clusion , it is believed that 
EMK activity durin g his stay in Hon ­ 
olulu was adequately covered. No evi­ 
den ce was developed to in dicate that 
his con duct was improper.” 
Yet the White House still wasn ’t sat­ 
isfied un til an in vestigation had been 
completed 
of Ken n edy ’s 
host 
two 
mon ths laer. In an October 20, 1971, 


memo, Caulfield woun d up the in vesti­ 
gation of Ken n edy ’s three-day Hon olulu 
visit with a report that his frien d On ­ 
tan i was “a multi-million aire Demo­ 
crat with ex ten sive real estate an d 
bu s i n 
e s s 
h o l d i n 
g s 
i n 
Hawaii . . . Sources advise that On tan i 
sign ifican tly con trols local politics in 
Hon olulu to the ex ten t that he is re­ 
ferred to as the ‘May or Maker.’ ” 
The most embarrassin g eviden ce 
that the gumshoes obtain ed again st 
Ken n edy was a picture of him in die 
compan y , quite in n ocen tly , of a female 
frien d in Rome. White House aid 
Charles Colson promptly peddled the 
photo to a scan dal tabloid, with a huge 
n ewstan d circulation . 
The White House documen ts show 
that O’Brien received similar aten tion 
from the sn ooper squad. On August 5, 
1970, for ex ample, Haldeman ordered 
John Dean to in vestigate O’Brien ’s 
con n ection with an in tern ation al con ­ 
sultin g firm 
called Public Affairs 
An aly sis. 
The gumshoe work was assign ed to 
y oun g Huston who foun d the firm’s ac­ 
tivities “n ot on ly legal but pruden t. 
O’Brien ’s relation ship with PAA is so 
min or,” added Huston , “that I would 
thin k it un worthy of further in vestiga­ 
tion . 
The followin g Jan uary , Haldeman or­ 
dered an ex haustive in vestigation in fo 
O’Brien relation ship with billion aire 
Howard Hughes. 
Caulfield reported 
back in a Jan . 25, 1971, memo that the 
in vestigation could bubblegum in Ni­ 
x on ’s face. 
The Hughes organ ization ’s “ten tacles 
touch man y ex tremely sen sitive areas 
of govern men t,” caution ed Caulfield, 
“each of which is fraught with poten ­ 
tial for Jack An derson tvpe ex po­ 
sures.”

WASHINGTON — I’ve join ed the ran ks of those 
who daily pedal bicy cles back an d forth to work Mv 
life will n ev er be the same. 
Behin d the wheel of a car, the world is an imper­ 
son al n oisy blur sav e for the muttered curses of 
fellow motorists as they cut in an d out an d vour 
own respon din g epithets. Other driv ers get in vour 
way , upset y our equan imity an d threaten 
y o ur fen ­ 
ders an d y our 30-min ute timetable. 
On a bicy cle, it’s a n ew world. The boy fishin g on 
the riv er waves. The bicy clists y ou meet n od with 
recogn ition of a shared ex perien ce. The homeown er 
carry in g out the trash an d the jan itor dumpin g rub­ 
bish remark on the weather. Pretty girls alon g the 
route smile or grin — depen din g on their age. You see 
trees, creeks an d garden s un n oticed in y ears of hur- 
n ed driv in g An d y ou study the faces of men an d 
women who hav e been n o more than flickerin g blobs 
as y our car sped by . 
You see y oun gsters play in g ball (an d hav e time to 
S m w whei 1?j' Ifs J strike or a hit) y oun g couples 
sittin g on bridges, determin ed but paun chy middle- 
aged men run n in g for their lives. You meet column s 
of teen -aged boy s an d girls on 10-speeds racin g to 
some objective.

My secon d v en ture was even more discouragin g. 
J a s h lj I started out with my Scout troop ov er a 
28 -mile course. It was cold an d I pedaled vigorously , 
on ly to strain a ligamen t on some hill an d fizzle out 
at the en d of eight miles. The troop wen t on an d I 
limped gloomily the lon g route home. 
TTiat taught some sort of a lesson an d I began 
with short stin ts an md the block, followed by 10- 
mile run s with my children on level stretches. 
Now an old pro with 7 00 miles in sev en weeks, 
an d doin g in less than 55 min utes what on ce took 
two an d a half hours, I look forward to the morn in g 
an d even in g rides, feel let down when rain forces 
me to aban don my on e-speed an d use my car. 
The bikin g idea was bom for me durin g the big 
gasolin e crun ch, when few of us kn ew from on e dav 
to the n ex t whether we would hav e en ough gas to 
get to the office, the grocery store or the barber 
shop. But n ow that the immediate crisis is ov er this 
con cert is n ot about to go back to drivin g. 
My children are proud of dad. They forego in v ita­ 
tion s from frien ds to go on family bicy cle picn ics 
I v e discovered, too, that children talk more freely 
an d give out with more of their thin kin g on man y 
thin gs when we’re ridin g side by side on bikes. It’s 
much differen t from horq* where we’re all more 
preoccupied.

Disease spreading in India 
25,000 die in smallpox epidemic 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Al­ 
mo st 25,000 perso ns hav e died 
in India during the past six 
m o n t h s 
in the 
wo rld’s 
deadliest smallpo x epidemic 
o f the 20th century and the 
disease has spread to at least 
o n e 
neighbo ring 
co untry , 
health o fficials said Wednes­ 
day . 
The o fficials said the figure 
o f 10,000 dead pro v ided by the 
Indian go v ernment to the 
Wo rld 
Health 
Organizatio n 
was a “ co nserv ativ e esti­ 
mate” and the actual death * 
to ll was pro bably clo ser to 
25,000. 


“ What we hav e here is the 
biggest smallpo x epidemic the 
wo rld has seen since befo re 
Wo rld War I,” said o ne WHO 
o fficer. “ So fa* we hav e 103,- 
830 cases repo rted acro ss In­ 
dia and we’re turning up an 
awful lo t o f new cases ev ery 
day .” 
WHO o fficials said trav elers 
fro m the wo rst hit states o f 
Bihar and Uttar Pradesh in 
no rthern India were carry ing 
the disease into NepaL 
“ Villagers and traders who 
are still in the lo ng smallpo x 
incubatio n perio d and do n’t 
ev en kno w they hav e it are 


cro ssing the bo rder daily 
witho ut passing health check 
po ints,” o ne o fficial said. 
The go v ernment has so far 
play ed do wn the sco pe o f the 
epidemic fo r fear o f spread- 
S n g p a n i c —particularly 
amo ng fo reign to urists. 
There is no treatment fo r 
smallpo x , a disease so an­ 
cient it was described in the 
sacred Sanskrit writings o f 
India. 
“ If y o u’v e been ex po sed 
and y o u hav en’t been v acci­ 
nated, y o u’re go ing to die, be 
blinded o r at least ho rribly 
disfigured,” a WHO spo kes­ 


man said. 
“ When we find an infected 
area we v accinate ev ery o ne 
there,” a WHO o fficer said. 
“ It wo uld take us 1,000 y ears 
to v accinate ev ery o ne in In­ 
dia at the current rate so 
right no w we are just v acci­ 
nating to maintain the dis­ 
ease.”

Larry Jones eligible? 
Alex Johnson 
He's in the middle stays happy 
with Rangers 
AUSTIN, Tex. 
(UPI) - 
Larry Jores, technically a 
professional football player, 
ran in the 53rd NCAA track 
and 
field 
meet 
Thursday 
night—which was all nice and 
legal. 
But when professionalism is 
introduced into the world of 
amateur athletics, it has to 
produce controversy and this 
was certainly no exception. In 
this case, however, the target 
of the athletes' bitterness was 
the AAU. 
In the race for the team 
title, meanwhile, Tennessee, 
UCLA, Brigham Young and 
North Carolina Central all 
stayed in the running, but 
Texas-El Paso, another of the 
favorites, fell from contention 
when Miner pole vaulter Lar­ 
ry Jesse failed to survive the 
qualifying round. 
Jones, a quartermiler from 
Northeast Missouri State, sig­ 
ned a pro contract with the 
New York Giants of the Na­ 
tional Football League and, 
under new NCAA rules, is 
permitted to participate in 
the track championships as 
long as he is not a profession­ 
al in track. 
But because of his pro foot­ 
ball status, Jores, who turned 
in the third best qualifying 
time in the 440-yard dash, is 
not eligible to compete in 
! next week's AAU meet nor is 
he eligible to try for the 
United States 1976 Olympic 
team. 
“ I’ve been getting 
raw 
deal as far as publicity goes," 
Jones said Thursday night. 
“ Everyone is saying ‘who is 
this Larry Jones and where is 
Northeast Missouri and what 
is all this trouble he's caus­ 
ing.’ They make me feel as if 


I had committed some kind of 
sacrilegious sin. 
“If I had known the con­ 
sequences of the international 
rule I would never have sig­ 
ned. If the New York Giants 
had known the consequences 
they would not have signed 
me. I didn't sign (with the 
G ian ts ) until the NCAA 
changed its rule." 
Tennessee’s Darwin Bond, 
another quartermiler who is 
expected to challenge for the 
championship in his event 
Saturday, also had some vit­ 
riolic comments for the AAU. 
“The NCAA has slacked off 
in its strict rules," he said, 
“but the AAU still treats ath­ 
letes like pawns." 
The AAU's rules state that 
any athlete which competes 
against a professional is also 
ineligible 
for 
international 
events, but most of the par­ 
ticipants in the NCAA 440 feel 
that rule will not or cannot be 
imposed. 
“I never considered not 
running,” said'Terry Erick­ 
son of Southern Illinois. “The 
rule where they make every­ 
one ineligible is a (expletive) 
rule.” 
None of the contending 
teams, other than Texas-El 
Paso, suffered any major ca­ 
sualties during the almost 14 
hours of qualifying Thursday.

for players 


WARWICK, R.I. (UPI) - 
Billy Almon, on the verge of 
signing with the last place 
San Diego Padres of the Na­ 
tional League, says he wants 
to change the “money-grubb­ 
ing" image of professional 
athletes. 
At the same time, the 
Brown University junior said 
Thursday he will not sell him­ 
self short. “I have an idea 
what I might be worth and 
I’m not going to ask for any­ 
thing exorbitant or extrava- 
gent. The Padres might even 
be surprised," he said. 
Almon, the No. 1 pick in 
this week's major league 
baseball free agent draft, will 
keep salary negotiations a 
family affair. 
Unlike most 
professional 
athletes today Almon will not 
be represented by a free 
agent. His father Edward will 
be sitting with him at the 
negotiating table. 
“There will be no third par­ 
ties. With an agent talking for 
you, it automatically sets up 
the atmosphere that nobody 
trusts each other. Instead of 
being friendly, negotiations 
turn out to be battles,” he 
said. 
But Almon, 21, also knows 
where his bread is buttered. 
“My father and I talked it 
over and we decided that with 
an agent they automatically 
skim 10 to 20 per cent off the 
top for themselves. We would 
be letting somebody right into 
our pocketbook.” 
“ Some players seem to be 
playing the game for the love 
of money instead of the love 
for the game. I really want to 
play ball," he said. 
“I just don't want to be 
considered another player on 
the team but as part of the 
franchise.” 
He figures if he turns out to 
be a valuable player, the 
team will recognize that fact 
and pay him accordingly. 
His heavy bat will be a wel­ 
come addition to the Western 
Division Padres who are 21 
games behind the first place 
Los Angeles Dodgers. 
In 66 varsity games with 
Brown, the 180-pound short­ 
stop had a batting average of 
.357 with 13 homers and 89 
hits. As a freshman he hit 
.536. getting 22 hits in 41 
games. 
He fully expects to be play­ 
ing with the parent club this 
season. “They would like me 
to sign early. I’ll be going out 
to the coast soon for a few 
days of work with the parent 
club and they will decide 
whether to keep me up or 
send me down to the minors. 
“ Even if they do send me 
down, I expect they would

Labor

May be y o u still remember ho w hundreds o f fans were 
killed during a rio t at a so ccer g ame in Lima, Peru, mo re 
than 10 y ears ag o . The o ne was so bad, many o f the dead were 
carried o ut o f the stadium by their friends. 
Psy cho lo g ists claim many o f the rio ts frequently result fro m 
the fact that fans hav e a way o f identify ing with the athletes. 
The fans beg in thinking o f themselv es as actually being these 
athletes they 're watching and then lo o k aro und fo r so me o ther 
fan to co mpete ag ainst. Generally , these feeling s co me o ut in 
the fo rm o f co mpetitiv e ho stility wherein Fan A thro ws a 
punch at Fan B. Befo re y o u kno w it there’s a fig ht, and with 
tho usands o f o thers aro und, if the fig ht g ets o ut o f hand, it can 
easily g ro w into so mething v ery clo se to a rio t. Add so me 
beer, and y o u’v e g o t mo re tro uble y et.

Rush claims

Charlie Rich has been hon­ 
ored by his Nashville peers as 
the top male country singer 
of the y ear. 
He should receive another 
award for patience. 
Charlie has been around for 
y ears, singing both country 
and pop music. Not so many 
y ears ago, Rich often would 
break into a song that had 
the Presley sound but he ne­ 
ver lost his own identity . Now 
he is on top. as himself. 
To really appreciate Rich’s 
artistry , y ou have to asso­ 
ciate him with a composer 
who wrote country ' music for 
posterity . And that would be 
Hank Williams. 
In 1967 Charlie recorded an 
album of Williams’ hit tunes. 
It has now been made avail­ 
able 
in 
a 
new 
pressing, 
Charlie Rich Sings Country 
and Western” (Hi SHL 329 3). 
At that time Rich’s voice 
had a popular music flavor 
w h i c h mix ed nicely with 
Hank Williams’ bailads such 
as “ Your Cheating Heart.” 
When Williams introduced 
“ Your Cheating Heart” early 
m the 19 50’s, Hank sang it in 
a fast tempo with a fine nasal 
twang. But the musical stra­ 
tegists saw commercial possi­ 
bilities in the country tune 
and in a short time a y oung, 
unknown singer named J oni 
J ames put it at the top of the 
pop charts with a slow-mov­ 
ing, sex y -sounding version. 
Rich, in this session, chose 
to follow a slow arrangement 
— more as a blues tune than 
a 
country composition. 
In 
doing so, he gave the song an 
ever broader dimension. 
An up-tempo is required for 
another Williams’ country hit, 
“ Hey , Good Lockin’.” It \s 
quite possible that Rich fore­ 
saw the likelihood of country 


music 
moving 
toward 
the 
rock beat because his version 
of “ Hey , Gooi Lookin’” is 
closer to 1973 than 1S67. 


Among the songs in this se­

hanging baskets 


This is the year everyone is 
hanging them high! New co­ 
lor combinations in Fuchsia 
h a n g i n g baskets, graceful 
arching branches displaying 
myriads of color best enjoyed 
from below. 
Fuchsia hybridizers have 
come up with upright and 
trailing varieties. The Califor­ 
nia Association of Nursery­ 
men suggests you check la­ 
bels of Fuchsias on display. 
The symbols TR or HB indi­ 
cate trailing or hanging bas­ 
ket types. Other symbols on 
labels give further informa­ 
tion 
about variety: 
C-red 
means the flower petals are 
red and S-white means the 
seoals (wrapped around the 
petals) are contrasting white. 
You can pretty well picture 
the flower before the plants 
are in bloom. 
Sslect a plant, then pick out 
a basket. It can be pottery, 
plastic or wood. Fuchsia fan­ 
ciers lean toward redwood be- 


cause of the greater retention 
of water. This is helpful' when 
it is inconvenient to water the 
plants for a period of several 
days. Always choose baskets 
with swivel hangers. Turning 
in gentle breezes exposes all 
sides equally to light 
Use the planting mix rec­ 
ommended by your nursery­ 
man. Chances are, he has one 
already made up in con­ 
venient bags. 
After planting, soak basket 
and all in a tub of water until 
bubbles stop rising. Use no 
fertilizer when planting, but 
feed with a liquid plant food 
recommended for acid-tole­ 
rant plants beginning a month 
later. Hang the basket in a 
place providing shade, but not 
excluding light, and protected 
from strong winds. Be sure to 
check frequently for water re­ 
quirements. 
Fuchsias 
are 
magnificent friends to have 
around: a delight to the eye, 
refreshing to the soul.

Owners of about 135,000 re­ 
cent model Ford Pinto station 
wagons were cautioned about 
a wheel problem that could 
cause tire blowouts. 


In a preliminary report, the 
N a t i o n a l Highway Traffic 
Safety Agency said a defect 
in the carburetors on some 
1965 and 1966 Chevrolets and 
some 1966 Buicks could allow 
raw gasoline to spray on a 
heated engine. 


‘It was not known which 
models of the cars were 
equipped with the “ Rochester 
Quadrajet units,” a spokes­ 
man said. 


In a separate action, the 
agency said it had been dis­ 
covered that 1972 and 1973 
Pinto station wagons had a 
m e t a l “projection” inside 
their rear wheel wells which 
could cause blowouts. 


According to the agency, 
the metal tabs, which have no 
operational use, can slash the 
tire’s sidewall. 


T h e 
G M 
investigation 
showed that a metal plug or­ 
iginally installed in the car­ 
buretors of the cars could 
drop out, leaving “a one-half 
inch opening from which raw 
gasoline may be sprayed onto 
the auto engine,” the agency 
said. 


The agency said GM failed 
f o 
provide 
any 
foolproof 
means of keeping the metal 
plug in place. 


In the consumer bulletin, 
the agency said the half-inch 
tabs inside Pinto station war 
gon wheels can be “easily 
bent down to eliminate risk.” 
But it urged owners who have 
had tires damaged from the 
tabs to make a report to the 
Transportation 
Department, 
including the make, model 
and year of the car, and the 
size and serial number of the 
tire. 


VAN NUYS (UPI) - Tom 
¡Bane, whose political career

primary. 
With heavy Democratic reg 
istration in that district, Bane 
is considered to be a strong 
threat for the seat. 
A former chairman of the 
assembly’s Rules Committee 
before his Unsuccessful bid 
against 
Reinecke, 
he 
has 
worked as a savings and loan 
executive since then. 
He was supported in the, 
primary by state Sen. Alan 
Robbins of North Hollywood, 
who once worked in Bane’s 
Sacramento office. 
Moretti 
did not back a candidate in 
the primary.

Saxbe warns of

W h i l e Watergate scandals have 
eroded public trust in government, 
Saxbe said, private business also has a 
“seamy side that could lead to a de­ 
vastating loss of public confidence.”

making illegal campaign contributions 
show that an individual in private in­ 
dustry as well as public business has 
“his own personal Watergate,” Saxbe 


said. He said more and more seem to 
fail to measure up. 
“ If enough tfarts of the ledger sheet 
are added up we can begin to see indi­ 
cations that the drive to cut comers is 
so fierce that our entire free enterprise 
system could be wrecked,” Saxbe said. 
Saxbe, who warned about effects of 
lax morality in government Thursday 
in a commencement address at the 
Ohio State University Law School at 


Columbus, turned to business ethics in 
a speech prepared for the Toledo Area 
Governmental Research Association. 
A Justice Department spokesman said 
Saxbe plans to discuss the need for 
higher standards of moral responsibil­ 
ity in four of five speeches he is mak­ 
ing in a four-day tour of his home 
state. 
In his warning to the “business com­ 
munity,” Saxbe said “we cannot ex­

pect to have an honest, moral society 
if we shave our own ethics and cut cor­ 
ners with the law.” 
Saxbe said one of the problems “is 
the feeling among too many in the 
business community that any means 
are acceptable to achieving profits and 
that the crime is not in the doing but 
in the getting caught.” 
He said, “there are more ways to be 
caught than simply having the FBI or 


the SEC 
(Securities and Exchange 
Commission) pay a call. Businessmen 
can get caught by the public as well.” 
People will not continue to buy pro­ 
ducts of firms they mistrust, Saxbe 
said, there are limits to the “reservoir 
of trust” in business. 
“And if they have no choice but to 
buy, there still may be a resentment 
that will simply bide its time for a 
chance to be felt.”

Kissinger in 
press ambush 
on wiretaps 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger met with 
newsmen Thursday to report on his 
Mideast peace making triumph, but in­ 
stead faced a barrage of questions 
from reporters trying to find out whe­ 
ther he authorized White House wire­ 
taps on his employes. 
After answering one question an Eu­ 
ropean affairs and one concerning So­ 
viet influence in the Mideast the Se­ 
cretary was hit by the first of a series 
of questions on the illegal surveillance 
conducted by the White House “plum­ 
bers”. 
A reporter told him that House Ju­ 
diciary Committee members Thursday 
heard evidence that Kissinger, H.R. 
Haldeman and White House chief of 
staff Alexander Haig had specifically 
requested that former Attorney Gener­ 
al John Mitchell conduct the 17 so- 
called national security wiretaps. 
Kissinger said he had not heard the 
report, then added defensively, “I have 
attempted to serve the government in 
an honorable way for the past five and 
one half years.” 
After more questions, Kissinger was 
asked whether he recommended the 
wiretaps. “I did not make a direct rec­ 
ommendation,” he said. “ But as (for­ 
mer Attorney General) Elliot Richard­ 
son pointed out, that in the context of 
the general program that existed, the 
supplying of names led to the wire­ 
tapping of some individuals who had 
had access to the documents in ques­ 
tion.” 
When asked what kind of recom­ 
mendations he had made, Kissinger 
snapped: “I think this is a press con­ 
ference and not a cross examination.” 
Kissinger, who denied making any 
recommendations for the bugging in 
testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said his testimo­ 
ny was supported by Richardson, Haig 
and FBI files found in Ehrlichman’s 
safe. 
“ I do not propose to engage in any 
further discussion of this episode,” he 
said. 
But another questioner asked Kissi­ 
nger if he could reconcile the con­ 
tradictory statements, say whether any 
prosecutor or agency of the U.S. gov­ 
ernment had contacted him in refe­ 
rence to a perjury investigation, or if 
he had retained counsel against a pos- 
aible perjury indictment. 
“ I have not retained counsel and I 
am not conducting my office as if it 
were a conspiracy ... I will answer no 
further questions on this subject," Kis­ 
singer said. 
A reporter said that former White 
House aide Charles Colson last month 
swore in a court deposition that Kissi­ 
nger had known as long ago as July 14, 
1971 that his aide, David Young, had 
been assigned to the “plumbers” unit, 
which was created by President Nixon 
to investigate Daniel Ellsberg. 
The questioner said Colson testified 
that on the following day over Kissi- 
n g e r ’ a objections Nixon assigned 
Young to the unit and told Kissinger 
and former Presidential aides H.R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehlrichman 
about it during a helicopter ride. 
Kissinger had previously testified 
that he had never known of the exis­ 
tence of the “plumbers” by that or any 
other name, and had no idea that 
Young was engaged in a security oper­ 
ation.

Telegraph Co. 
The judge gave Kleindienst a one- 
month jail sentence, then suspended it. 
He could have received as much as a 
year in jail and a fine of $1,000. Since 


the offense was a misdemeanor rather 
than a felony, Kleindienst probably will 
escape disbarment. Some lawyers who 
were connected with the administration 
and Nixon re-election campaign be­ 
came automatically vulnerable to dis­ 
barment because of felony conviction 
in the case.

KILLER TORNADO LEAVES WIDE DEVASTATION

FORREST CITY, Ark. (UPI) - Tor­ 
rential rains and flash flooding ham­ 
pered search efforts today for more 
victims of a tornado that smashed into 
a shopping center and skipped through 
a residential section Thursday after­ 
noon. 


At least four and possibly six persons 
were dead. More than 100 were in­ 
jured. 


The St. Francis County sheriff’s of­ 
fice initially reported eight bodies were 
found in the rubble of a Gibson dis­ 
count «tore in the shopping center. But 
deputy sheriff Joe McCollum said this 
morning there were six dead. “ It just 
got confused," McCollum said. “They 
must have counted some twice.” 
State police said they could only con­ 
firm four dead “although there well 


may be six.” 
But there was no mistaking the de­ 
vastation wrought on Forrest City, a 
Mississippi River delta town of 12,763 
about 35 miles west of Memphis. Early 
estimates placed the damages at $10 
million. 


All of the bodies were found In Gib­ 
son’s which along with an adjoining 
Kroger’s grocery store took the full 
force of the tornado. 


“ It’s worse than anything I’ve ever 
seen,” said State police Lt. Ken McFar- 
ran of the damage at the shopping cen­ 
ter. "The debris is shoulder deep.” 
McFarran said the going was very 
slow in the shopping center area where 
searchers were still looking for bodies. 


Wounded in fatal shooting of Pomonan 
Charges against two area women dropped 


No formal criminal charges have 
been filed against two area women 
who were wounded by police in Mon­ 
rovia during a 
shooting 
in which 
Pomonan Wayne Martin Glidden, 23, 
was killed. 
The women, Vicky Lorraine Jones, 
24, 1441 Sheridan Ave., Pomona, Glid­ 
den’s sister, and Victoria Ruth Alexan­ 


der, 25, 810 W. Gladstone Ave., San 
Dimas, were arrested after the May 31 
shooting. 
Authorities said the district attor­ 
ney’s office refused to issue complaints 
against the women when police made 
application for them. Both have been 
released, they said. 
Police maintained that Glidden was 
killed and the women wounded when 


Glidden pulled a revolver on Fullerton 
undercover officers during a narcotics 
investigation which had taken them 
into Monrovia. A coroner’s office spo­ 
kesman said he is studying the possi­ 
bility of an inquest into Glidden’s 
death. The gun Glidden was accused of 
drawing turned out to be a starter's 
pistol, officers said later. 


Rains and flash flooding also ham­ 
pered their efforts. 


McFarran said there had been “ex­ 
tensive” looting earlier but now the 
city was sealed off and he expected no 
further problems. 


The death toll was expected to climb. 
One of the 30 Red Cross personnel on 
the scene believed an additional 10 to 
15 bodies would be found by the time 
all the wreckage had been cleared. 


Fire Chief John Rice said it appear­ 
ed most of the victims were young. 
The first two identified were teen-age 
girls, but the third victim identified 
was an 80-year-old man. 


Abrams’ left lung 
removed in surgery

Jobless rate edges 
up; teens hard hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The unem­ 
ployment rate among Americans edged 
upward to 5.2 per cent in May, the La­ 
bor Department said today. This was a 
rise of 0.2 per cent from April. 
More people held jobs—86 million 
last month compared to 85.8 million in 
April—but this rise was more than off­ 
set by an increase of 370,000 in the 
total labor force which reached 90.7 
miflion. 
Many of the new workers seeking 
jobs were teenagers and unemploy­ 
ment in this category rose from 13.8 
per cent in April to 15.8 per cent in 
Mav. Black teenagers were partiular- 
ly hard hit, with 33.5 per cent unem­ 
ployed.

reported 
some recovery in the average work 


week for production workers, a gain of 
0.2 hours in May, rising to 36.8 hours. 
Average hourly earnings of production 
workers rose 1.5 per cent in May, 
about 7 cents, to $4.14. 
Weekly earnings averaged $151.52 in 
May, an increase of $3.78 from April 
and up $9.07 from May, 1973. The in­ 
crease reflected the impact of large 
cost-of-living wage increases made ef­ 
fective in some industries, including 
steel, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported.

The stories came to light within 24 
hours after the last 56 Israeli prisoners 
of war returned from Damascus in ex­ 
change for 383 Syrians, Moroccans and 
Iraqis. 
Capt. Ami 
Rokeah, a 28-year-old 
bachelor, told a news conference ar­ 
ranged by the army that ground fire 
shot down his Mirage jet on the sixth 
day of the war. He said he parachuted 


safely but pursuing Syrian troops shot 
him in the chest. 
“ It was more than beatings,” he 
said, appearing pale before a battery- 
of microphones. "They tortured me for 
information and, I believe, sometimes 
for pleasure.” 
He said he had been in a hospital for 
three months and two days and during 
that time had remained blindtolded. He 
said his guards beat him when he tried 
to remove the blindfold. He said he re­ 
ceived medical attention, “but not al­ 
ways enough.” 
Continually pressed for details on the 
extent of the torture to back up his 
allegations, Rokeah declined to give 
any and said he did not want his oar- 
ents to suffer grief by learning what he 
experienced. 


But he said he definitely knew- of 
cases in which other pilots’ ears had 
suffered 
maltreatment so the 
men 
would never again fly in combat. He 
suffered lung damage when shot and 
said he will never he able to fly com­ 
bat planes again. 


Benyamin Kiriati said in a radio in­ 
terview the Syrians performed surgery 
on his wounds but two days later 
transferred him from the hospital to a 
prison where he said he suffered high 
fever and infection most of the time. 


“They beat me on the back with a 
stick and also on the fingers,” Kiriati 
said. “A third method was to shine 
very powerful lights into my eyes. The 
Syrian- also used these lights to burn 
my skin.” 


Nixon wanted aid fund for Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman, but didn't follow through 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Nixon expressed a willingness to assist 
his two former close aides, H.R. Halde­ 
man and John D. Ehrlichman, with 
their Watergate legal defense fees, but 
never followed through on the offer, a 
White House spokesman said today. 
Gerald* L. Warren, deputy press se­ 
cretary, told reporters that “there is 
not now nor was there ever any de­ 
fense fund set up by the President, or 
any of his friends,” to help Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman with their legal finan­ 
cial burden. 
Warren said that Nixon discussed 
helping with the legal costs confronted 
by Haldeman and Ehrlichman’s “as a 
possibilty but nothing came of it.” 
“ It was legitimate, human and na­ 
tural," Warren said of the offer by the 
President to his two top advisers. 
Both are under indictment in con­ 
nection with the Watergate coverup 
ard Ehrlichman also is under separate 
indictment in the break-in of the office 
of Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
In response to questions, Warren said, 
‘about a year ago when Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman left the White House, the 
President did express his deep person­ 
al concern that their sole significant 
source of income was being closed off 


at a time when they were facing what 
could become enormous legal fees.” 
Warren made the comments in res­ 
ponse to questions about a report by 
the Washington Post that Senate inves­ 
tigators had been given testimony that 
Nixon told Haldeman a secret fund 
would be available for Haldeman to 
defend himself after he left the White 
House. 
The Post said Lawrence M. Higbv, 
an ex-Haldeman assistant, gave the in­ 
information to the Senate Watergate 
committee last month, saying that Nix­ 
on told Haldeman that as much as 
$400.000 for a defense fund was being 
kept by Nixon’s close friend, Charles 
G. “ Bcbe” Rebozo. 
W’arren said that when Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman left the staff April 30, 
1973, “ in a natural and human way 
(Nixon) expressed a desire to assist 
them in whatever w ay possible.” 
Warren earlier had refused to con­ 
firm or deny the Poseport, saying it 
was a continuation of a pattern of 
“contrived and selected leaks” that he 
said “ is becoming outrageous.” 
The Post said it was unable to deter­ 
mine if such a fund ever existed or 
now exists.

Initial poll gives Brown 47-39 
per cent lead over Flournoy 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The Cali­ 
fornia Poll reported today that Demo­ 
crat Edmund G. Brown Jr. leads Re­ 
publican Houston Flournoy 47 per cent 
to 39 per cent in their first matchup 
following their smashing primary vic­ 
tories Tuesday. 


Pollster Mervin D. Field found that 
among Democrats, Brown holds a 67-17 
lead, while Flournoy is the choice of 
Republicans by a 74-16 margin to be 
governor of the nation’s most populous 
state. 


Caucasian whites split almost evenly 
between the two candidates and Field 


said that it is among blacks and Mexi- 
can-Americans that Brown holds an 
overwhelming edge, 
drawing 
better 
than 80 per cent support from these 
groups. 
Field noted that the election marks 
just the second time in 44 years that 
an incumbent California governor is 
not a candidate for re-election. 
Thus the traditional major issue in a 
gubernatorial contest, approval or dis­ 
approval of an incumbent’s record, h 
absent in this 1974 race. He suggested 
that the campaign thus would be unu­ 
sually important in forming the voters’ 
final choice. 
Home is the sailor, home from the sea 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) - With a 
little help from his friends, including 
the future king of England, Seaman 
Walter Talbot, late of the Royal Navy', 
was headed home for England today, 
looking for a pint of real British beer 
and his old shipmate. Bill. 
It was a long voyage. 
Talbot boarded a plane tor London 
Thursday, 54 years to the day after he 
deserted from the Royal Navy. Now 73, 
with his record cleared, he took his 
spanking new honorable discharge and 
went off to see what more than a half 
century had done to his homeland 


He expected to be greeted at the air­ 
port by his sister, Melvina, 56, whom 
he has not seen since she was a year 
old. 
“ I want to see the bouse m Lowestoft 
where 1 was born,” said Talbot. “ I’ve 
been studying British history and look­ 
ing for this chance to visit home — 
before it’s too late for me —tor the 
past 10 years." 
Talbot jumped ship in Montreal on 
June 6, 1920, “because I faced another 
11 years in the service,“ he said. “ I 
wouldn’t have done it in wartime." 
He sold his uniform, fled to New 


York and has lived ever since as an 
American under the name of Edward 
Clayton. 
He served two hitches in the U.S. 
Navy, including service in World War 
II, getting honorable discharges. His 
first wife, whom he met in 1927, died 
in 1945 without ever learning his real 
identity. 
He said he told his second wife dur­ 
ing “a family spat” and “she thought 
I’d killed someone in England to make 
me desert.” 
In March, the HMS Jupiter, carrying 
Prince Charles as communications offi­ 


cer, docked in San Diego. Taibot, who 
said he had been thinking for years 
about clearing his record, astonished 
the deck crew one day. 
He marched aboard, saluted the en­ 
sign in proper naval fashion, identified 
himsell as a deserter and surrendered. 
The ship’s captain assured him the 
Rojal Navy wasn’t interested in carry­ 
ing him home in irons, and told him to 
go back to his Sin Diego home and 
wait. There were reports the Prince 
helped speed up the paperwork that re­ 
sulted in the British consulate in Los 
Angeles relaying to him an honorable 


discharge and a British passport last 
month. 
Talbot said he was looking forward 
to his first visit to “ a real English pub 
to sink a pint of real English beer,” 
and plans to look for Bugler William 
E. Marsh, of Maiton, Essex, a ship­ 
mate who deserted with him but latei 
returned to British jurisdiction. 
”1 want to find out what happened to 
Bill," he said. 
He plans to return to the United 
States, he said. The 73-year-old ex-sail­ 
or has a 28-year-old wife here and two 
children, 5 and 3.

Councilman says 
he doesn't own 
Industry land 


INDUSTRY — Councilman Darius 
Johnson has denied that he is landlord 
of the Industry Disposal Co. which 
holds the city’s exclusive franchise for 
trash collection. 
Johnson’s denial was in response to 
statements issued by Phil Anderson, 
president of the Rowland school board, 
tollowing hearings last month on the 
c ity’s redevelopment project. 
Anderson called for a grand jury in­ 
vestigation into the procedure by which 
one firm holds the exclusive trash fran­ 
chise. He said he would seek to invali­ 
date council votes that allowed the 
franchise three years ago. 
Anderson further charged that John­ 
son has a conflict of interest in that he 
owns the property where offices of the 
trash firm are located. The councilman 
has voted on motions to allow the 
franchise, Anderson claimed. 
Johnson said, however, that “I don t 
owrn and have never owned any prop­ 
erty m the City of Industry.” 
Records obtained through the county 
assessor’s office show the Industry Dis­ 
posal Co. property at 420 Del Valle, 
where the firm’s offices are located, is 
owned by Manuel and Vincente Perez, 
who also operated the business. 
The Progress-Bulletin regrets pub­ 
lishing Anderson’s statements without 
verifying ownership of the trash firm’s 
property with the assessor’s office. The 
record shows Johnson has no interest 
in that property.

It bore no resemblance to the 
smooth silkiness of a vintage 
wine. 
Then the dealer, 
William 
Sokolin, displayed a magical 
gadget that would trigger the 
jealousy of medieval Euro­ 
pean alchemists. He said it 
would 
instantaneously 
turn 
garden varieties of burgundy 
or 
bordeaux 
into 
vintage 
wines. 
The wizards of the Middle 
Ages 
worked 
tirelessly 
to 
square the circle, discover 
perpetual motion, change cop­ 
per into gold or water into 
wine. This new invention is 
the brainchild of a German 
scientist. 
George Weber calls his phi­ 
losopher’s stone a Weberizer, 
and a test version is on dis­ 
play at the D. Sokolin Liquor 
Store on Madison Avenue. 
It was there, in a small 
back room, that Sokolin dem-, 
onstrated the machine. 
He 
claimed it would age a white 
wine one or two years in a 
few seconds. A fine cognac 
could be aged five years in 
the same time, he said. 


First, he poured about two 
ounces of the wine into a flat, 
plastic slide. He inserted the 
slide into the machine and 
turned on a switch. A white 
fluorescent 
bulb 
glowed 
a 
bright blue-violet. The slide 
was exposed for four seconds 
on each side. 
Then he removed the slide, 
poured the wine into a wine 
glass and offered me a sip. 
Eureka! 
It was smooth, the rasping 
quality was mostly gone. My 
mouth 
did not pucker. 
It 
wasn’t 
exactly 
the golden 
s m o o t h n e s s of a great 
Chateau d’Yquem, but it was 
an improvement. 
Sokolin said the Weberizer 
is still in a highly experimen­ 
tal stage. And red wines ha­ 
ven’t showed the same prom­ 
ise after exposure to its mag­ 
ic as have the white or forti­ 
fied wines. 
Winemakers, 
a 
laggard 
breed in an era of scientific 
blitzes, cling lovingly to old 
methods and old traditions. 
Different times and different 
needs, however, may in due 
course revolutionize the in­ 
dustry'. 
Perhaps the day will even 
come when no home will be 
complete without a Weberi­ 
zer, and a 21st Century Omar 
Khayyam will be heard to 
murmur: “A loaf of bread, a 
wine machine and thou! ”

how' you look at it, but the 
military budget bill currently 
before the Senate totals only 
$21.8 billion. 
How can that be? 
The answer lies in the va­ 
garies of both 
the admin­ 
istration’s and Congress’ bud­ 
geting processes. 
In order for the Pentagon 
to spend money, two kinds of 
laws need to be enacted. One 
is an “authorizing” law that 
tells the Pentagon what it is 
permitted 
to do and 
how 
much it is permitted to spend. 
The other is an “appropria­ 
tions” law that actually puts 
the money into the Penta­ 
gon’s checking account. 
The bill now before the Sen­ 
ate is an authorizing act, and 
the reason it is so “small” in 
relation to what the Pentagon 
will actually spend is that 
only authorizations for new 
projects are required. 


Most of these are hardware 
—planes, ships, tanks, mis­ 
siles and ammunition. 


Most of what the Pentagon 
actually pays out is spent on 
salaries for the 2.1 million 
Americans under arms, the 1 
million civilians who support 
them, and the operation and 
maintenance of bases and in­ 
stallations in the U.S. and 
abroad. 


The importance of the cur­ 
rent bill to the whole budget­ 
ing process, however, is that 
it sets the level of military 
and civilian manpower and 
the projected pace of military 
operations in peacetime. 
After the authorizing bill is 
p a s s e d , the appropriations 
process takes over —and then 
Congress 
is 
charged 
with 
making 
available not only 
money to cover the hardware 
listed in this bill but the sa­ 
laries and sundiy expenses of 


maintaining the military es­ 
tablishment. 


Two further complications 
arise from the fact that much 
of the money appropriated in 
a given year is not spent until 
much later, and some of the 
money spent for defense is 
not given to the Pentagon at 
all. It goes to other agencies, 
like the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission (AEC), which pro­ 
vides goods and services to 
the military — nuclear war- 
h e a d s , propulsion reactors 
and the like. 


Thus each year the admin­ 
istration presents two budget 
figures, 
one for 
“outlays” 
(the money from this and 
past years that will actually 
be spent) and one for “total 
obligational 
authority” 
or 
‘ T O A * (what the admin­ 
istration wants Congress to 
put in its checking account 
for this and future years).

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
By winning the Democratic 
nomination for secretary of 
state, March K. Fong of Oak­ 
land scored the greatest poli­ 
tical victory for women in 
California’s primary election

publican Brian Van Camp in 
November, she will become 
the first female secretary of 
state. 


Mrs. Fong was trailed by 


four men and another woman, 
Cathy O’Neill, a Los Angeles 
educator.

Assemblyman Walter Kara- 
bian were Mrs. Fong’s closest 
competitors. 


All three were leading con­ 
tenders, and the two women 
were expected to split the 
like-minded votes, leaving Ka- 
rabian with the nomination. 
The division that developed, 
however, was m o r e along 
traditional north-south lines, 


with Mrs. Fong receiving the 
northern votes while Kara- 
bian and Mrs. O’Neill split 
the votes in Southern Califor­ 
nia. 


Mrs. Fong, who has served 
in the Assembly since 1968, won 
recognition for her campaign 
against pay toilets, which she 
claims discriminate against 
women. 


The former teacher, uri- 
versity lecturer and county 
school board member promis­ 


ed to work for “ major politic­ 
al reforms’’ as secretary of 
state. 


Two other women to win 
n o m i n a t i o n s were As­ 
semblywoman Pauline Davis, 
D-Portola and U. S. 
R e p .

Burke 
D-Los Angeles. Mrs. Burke 
was the first member of con­ 
gress to give birth while in 
office.

Rattles & straws 
Nothing foreign 
about students

My various tax-dodges having called me to England not long 


ago, I made a rather astounding discovery, to wit, that there 
are now hundreds of thousands of foreign students in England. 
What astonished me was that I thought ALL students in 


England were foreign. 
In the past 10 years this sceptered isle has been flooded with 


students coming from all parts of the civilized and uncivilized 
world to study in the hallowed halls of learning. Hallow? 
From Asia, Africa. India and the Brox, from Vuelta Abajo 


and Sierra Leone and St. Kitts, from the Queen Maud Moun­ 
tains to the Queen Charlotte Islands the questers after know­ 
ledge stream to Great Britain, the old and young, rich and 
poor, male female and decline to state. 
One evening I wandered into my favorite pub, the Goat and 


Golashes, for a bit of tangy Yorkshire cheese, a pint of stout, 
and possibly a game of darts with some hearty drayman or 
coster-monger from the North Country. I thought I’d stumbled 
into a meeting of the United Nations. 
At the end of the bar a swarthy tobacco grower from Cha- 


pultepec, in moustache and sombrero, was try ing to explain to 
the pub tender how to make a tequila martini, the discussion 
attended by a fur-clad young lady from Reykjavik and an 
elderly soothsayer newly landed from Uban Bator Khoto. 
Around one of the tables sat three ebony-faced Cameroons in 


bedsheets and bare feet listening to a graduate student from 
Brooklyn explain why four-of-a-kind beats a straight, and why 
they, consequently, owed him 20 pounds sterling, 11 goats and 
two wives. 


Watching the card game and keeping a wary eye on the 


Africans who were fingering their spears restively, were a 
giant logger from Saskatchewan, a turbaned prelate from Ma- 
war, and several wealthy gold miners’ sons from New South 
Wales. 


I hear more Urdu, Swahili and Vishnu spoken that night 


than the Queen’s English. A Texas boy (“ Dad gave me one of 
the wells for graduation” ) had more trouble communicating 
with the red-cheeked Shropshire barmaid than with a lith­ 
esome Berber woman in veil and sandals. 
Before my extradition went through, I learned that foreign 


students actually outnumber native Englanders in many of the 
law and medical schools. Blimey, sahib! 
There are in England today more than 50,000 foreign under­ 
graduate students. 16,000 from Africa. On a clear night you 
can hear the tom-toms booming from Picadilly to Leicester 
Square. 
From various comers of the Commonwealth come annually 


50,000 girls to train as nurses, to learn to give up the tribal 
mask for the oxygen mask, the kris for the scalpel, the burnt 
chicken feathers for the anesthetic. 
Touring England today is the equivalent of a trip around the 


world. With a little bit o’ luck you might even run into a few 
Englishmen.

SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) - 
There is a kind of ritual 
dance fof American politi­ 
cians who aspire to the Presi­ 
dency. It begins as as an 
elegantly paced statesman’s 
waltz and gradually builds up 
to the rock .'n* roll beat of the 
candidate’s twist. 
It appeared at this week’s 
National Governors 
Confer­ 
ence that the campaign ca­ 
dence still is being set by 
muffled drums and sweet vio­ 
lins. But the music obviously 
has started. 
Both Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., and Republi­ 
can Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California avoided giving any 
overt sign that they are presi­ 
dential candidates at the gov­ 
ernors* annual outing and tal- 
kfest. But both also made 
sure that they were noticed 
—in prime time — by the po­ 
liticians and media whose at­ 
tention they need if they run. 
Kennedy’s problem is so­ 
mewhat more delicate than 
Reagan’s. He was drawing 
crowds any politician would 
envy during the period when 
he would say nothing about 
his plans for 1976, and now 
that he has admitted an inter­ 
est in the office held by his 
late brother, he must take 
care to prevent his political 
holding action from escalating 
into a full scale campaign as 
he goes about the country on 
“keep-in-touch” visits. 
Kennedy came to town for 
one day, combining an ap­ 
pearance for the re-election 
campaign of Sen. Warren G. 
Magmison, D - Wash, ( a n d 
carefully avoiding mention of 
a potential nomination rival, 
S e n . H e n r y J a c k s o n , 
D-Wash.) with his governors 
conference assignment. 
At the conference he ex­ 
plained 
and 
defended 
his 
health insurance legislation as 
part of a panel with spokes- 
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men from the administration 
and organized medicine. But 
Kennedy 
carefully 
avoided 
letting the occasion become a 
debate that might be billed as 
a test of his wit ojjMung po- 
w e r . 
And 
he 
especially 
avoided crossing swords with 
Reagan, declining with a flip 
of tiie hand to reply to the 
crnservative governor’s sug­ 
gestion that no one really 
wanted national health insur­ 
ance. 
Reagan’s program obvious­ 
ly included a willingness to 
confront Kennedy, but he also 
came to Seattle with some 
clear goals in addition to 
seeking political targets of op­ 


portunity. 
He held two formal news 
conferences within 12 hours — 
complete with prepared state­ 
ments warning of the pitfalls 
of government medicine and 
federal 
land 
use 
planning 
proposals. Reagan took active 
part in the sessions dealing 
w i t h those subjects, 
but 
cleared out when the gover­ 
nors went on to other fish he 
did not wish to fry on this 
trip. 


Reagan’s apparent purpose, 
especially on the land use is­ 
sue, was to begin staking out 
some strong positions that 
will Identify him in the public 
mind during the period be- 


tween his voluntary departure 
from public office next winter 
and the Republican National 
Convention in the summer of 
1978. 


The land use proposition is 
admirably suited to this pur­ 
pose. It gives him the oppor­ 
tunity to speak up for the 
states rights ideal that at­ 
tracts many Republicans and 
conservative Democrats and 
to attack the federal estab­ 
lishment without seeming to 
aim his barbs at any indivi­ 
duals, least of all a vice 
president whose entire public 
career has been in federal 
service. 


Kennedy will remain In the 


limeligit if only because he 
will be in the Senate for the 
next two years. 
Reagan’s 
strategy to keep his image 
alive will be to go about the 
country during that period es- 


p o u s i n g Republican candi­ 
dates and his own viskm of 
G O P ideology. 
Land use 
planning may seem to be an 
odd issue on which to begin a 
presidential 
campaign, 
but 
Reagan apparently regards it 
as the right music for this 
stage of the waltz.

Incomplete credit records 
cause consumer problems 


In applying for a loan to buy a house, I have learned that a 
person’s credit can be stated as either good or bad or none 
inrougn a fantastic computer system. 
1 am fighting to get my credit record straightened out but I 
feel that all people, young and old, should be forewarned - 
unlike myself. 


My husband and 1 have been married four years. We have a 
2-year-old child. 


I have worked at my job for 2»/2 years and have advanced to 
double my starting salary. My husband worked for one compa-

In December he started working for a larger company with 
a substantial increase in salary and room for advancement. 
We decided it was time to buy a house of our own and had 
saved up enough money for a good sized down payment. How­ 
ever, we needed an additional $1,000 for closing costs and a 
few minor repairs on the house we found. 
We applied for a loan and were refused. The reason given us 
was that the lenders were told by the TRW Credit Bureau in 
Anaheim that we hnd established no credit whatsoever. 
I called TRW to ask why. The customer representative I 
spoke with told me nothing really. She asked what companies 
we had credit with. I told her we had bought and paid off a 
car through a bank in Covina. She said that account should be 
on our record but it was not. We are presently paying on a car 
through a bank in Ontario. She said this bank was probably 
noi a member of the TRW service so that information would 
not be on our record unless it was a delinquent account. 
We have had and still have an account with a department 
«ore in Pomona for V/2 years. This, I was told, should also be 
on our record but is not. 
We have a gasoliife credit card which is used once a month 
just to keep the credit going. The woman at TRW said the 
only credit ratings that come from oil companies are the dero­ 
gatory ones. 


The thing that really bothers me is that you can pay on 
something for three years, making payments on time and hav­ 
ing a perfect record, and then if you get behind for a couple of 
months, the only thing that will show on your credit ratine is 
the two bad months. 
Is this fair? — O. T., Pomona. 


TRW told us that you contacted the credit data company and 
asked general credit questions. 
The people at TRW could not disclose personal credit infor­ 
mation without written approval. An approval form was 
mailed to you but you did not return it. Instead, a few davs 
later, you wrote to us. 


Linda Matheny, consumer relations supervisor, explained 
that TRW operates like a record library to which information 
can be added. She said the individual companies you deal 
with, rather than TRW, establish credit. 
It appears that your problem was solvable by contacts with 
the companies you had accounts with. You obtained your loan. 
Your letter isn’t the first indication we have had that credit 
communications leave something to be desired. One of our 
readers obtained a charge card but didn’t use it for some 
time. When she did use it to obtain a new transmission for her 
car, the dealer was told she didn’t have a credit rating be­ 
cause she hadn’t used the card before. She straightened the 
problem out with a phone call to her bank.

Reactin', writin' 'n 
constitutional law? 


Time was when a kid who was given a spanking 
in school could count on receiving a second one 
when he got home. 
Not anymore. Today his parents are likely to sue 
the school. 
While some may point to the erosion of school 
authority and the abrogation of parental responsibil­ 
ity as two reasons for what they see as a growing 
disrespect for the law in this country, the fact is 
that the courts are taking an increasingly dim view 
these days of “summary punishment,” corporal or 
otherwise. 
In what has been called a landmark decision in 
this field, a federal judge in Hanover County, Va., 
has ruled that a student must be given his con­ 
stitutional right of due process before he can be 
spanked in school. 
U.S. District Court Judge Robert R. Merhige 
awarded $200 in damages to a fourth-grade student, 
holding that his constitutionaf rights had been vio­ 
lated because he was not told that he could appeal a 
“summary spanking sentence” or that he had the 
right to be represented by an attorney. 
The decision was only a partial victory for the 
American Civil Liberties Union, which had repre­ 
sented the student and had argued that spanking 
was “cruel and unusual punishment” and hence 
prohibited by the eighth Amendment. 
However, Judge Merhige’s decision would seem to 
have implications that go beyond the question of 
whether or not spanking should be outlawed in the 
schools, as it probably should be. 
How are teachers or principals to be expected to 
discipline students if even for minor infractions they 
must first go through the process of advising them 
of their constitutional rights, holding formal hear­ 
ings and getting involved with attorneys? 
The answer is that they probably won’t bother. 
Moreover, it is not just the absence or uncertainty 
of punishment but the lengthy time lapse that pre­ 
vails today between the commission of an offense 
and the administering of punishment for the offense 
that may be another source of contempt for law or 
authority. 
To punish a child, especially a small child, by 
spanking or some other means, days or weeks after 
he does something naughty in school may be worse 
than not punishing him at all. 


Your crankcase 
contains gold 


Every little bit helps in the fight against inflation, 
which is why more and more Americans are chang­ 
ing their own automobile engine oil. Some 35 to 40 
per cent of all auto oil is now sold over the counter. 
But every little bit hurts, too, in the fight against 
pollution and waste of natural resources. An esti­ 
mated 400 to 450 million gallons of crankcase oil is 
simply being dumped every year. 
A bill sponsored by Rep. Charles A. Vanik, 
D-Ohio, would require that all oil sold over the 
counter be packaged in resealable, returnable con­ 
tainers carrying a 10-cent deposit. Dealers would 
also have to maintain used-oil collection points. 
The idea is not only to protect the environment 
but to invigorate the oil re-refining industry, which 
in the 1960s had about 150 companies reclaiming 
nearly 300 million gallons a year. Today, less than 
40 companies are processing about 100 million gal­ 
lons of used oil a year. 
Not only does oil never wear out, thus constituting 
a recyclable resource, but acqprding to engineers at 
Calspan Corp., the sludge left over after re-refining 
contains as much lead as low-grade ores now being 
mined commercially. (By a process not completely 
understood, lubricating oil extracts some of the lead 
from additives in gasoline.) 
By using a method it has developed, the company 
says that six to nine million pounds of lead should be 
recovered annually from re-refined crankcase oil. 
with a market value of up to SI .7 million. 
If all the oil that is currently being discarded were 
re-refined, an additional 27 million pounds of lead 
worth more than $4 million could be recovered. 


Rich U.S. penny-less 


A penny shortage has developed in some parts of 
the country. It began when the Treasury Depart­ 
ment announced that because of rising prices and 
scarce supplies of copper it might have to start 
minting with a substitute metal. 
Many people began hoarding pennies, evidently in 
the belief that they could eventually melt them down 
for their copper, though Treasury regulations forbid 
this. 
Some stores have asked the Treasury for permis­ 
sion to issue script—paper money—in lieu of pen­ 
nies, and one bank in Akron is offering $1.10 for 
every 10& pennies turned in. 
A penny may not buy ver\ much anymore in 
these inflationary times, but it’s comforting to know 
that the little coin still has a vital function in the 
nation’s monetary' system.

Ted Kennedy was Watergate target

ments, was Sen. Ted Kennedy, D-Mass. 
Sources close to President Nixon 
confirm that he regarded Kennedy as 
his most dangerous political foe.

dential nomination upon Kennedy.

George McGovern, 
D-S.D., would step aside at the last 
minute to make way for Kennedy, with 
O'Brien pulling the strings behind the 
scenes. 


Nixon had scarcely settled into the 
White House in 1969 before he began 
seeking political ammunition to use 
against Kennedy and O’Brien. The 
orders were transmitted through staff 
chief H. R. Haldeman. 


A host of colorfuL super-snoopers 
were recruited to investigate Kennedy 
and O’Brien. Among them were a 
Runyonesque ex-New York flatfoot, An­ 
thony Ulasewicz; a fleshy-flush-faced 
ex-New York detective, Jack Caulfield; 
the bewigged former CIA agent and in­ 
curable romantic, E. Howard Hunt; 
and a young, pedantic security special­ 
ist who kept a red scrambler telephone 
in his White House desk drawer, Tom 
Charles Huston. 


Less than six hours after Kennedy 
ran off the bridge at Chappaquiddick 
on July 18, 1969, Caulfield had a man 
at the scene searching for evidence 
that could be used to embarrass Ken­ 
nedy.

put together a Chappaquiddick scandal 
that would destroy Kennedy. But the 
two gumshoes came up with little that 
the press hadn't already uncovered. 
The White House crowd apparently 
was obsessed with the idea that Kenne­ 
dy had a weakness for wild parties and 
promiscuous women. But repeated in­ 
vestigations by Caulfield and Ulasewicz 
failed to produce any evidence. 
As a typical example, Caulfield kept 
Kennedy under surveillance during a 
three-day visit to Honolulu on August 
17-19, 1971. A secret surveillace report 
which referred to the senator as EMK, 
was rushed to the White House. 
EMK 
made no public appearances 
during his stay in Honolulu,” reported 
Caulfield. ‘‘Inquiry’ ascertained that he 
occupied the private estate of one J.

WASHINGTON — I’ve joined the ranks of those 
who daily pedal bicycles back and forth to work Mv 
life will never be the same. 
Behind the wheel of a car, the world is an imper­ 
sonal noisy blur save for the muttered curses of 
fellow motorists as they cut in and out and vour 
own responding epithets. Other drivers get in your 
way, upset your equanimity and threaten vour'fen­ 
ders and your 30-minute timetable. 
On a bicycle, it s a new world. The boy fishing on 
the river waxes. The bicyclists you meet nod with 
recognition of a shared experience. The homeowner 
carry mg out the trash and the janitor dumping rub­ 
bish remark on the weather. Pretty girls along the 
route smile or grin —- depending on their age. You see 
trees, creeks and gardens unnoticed in years of hur­ 
ried driving. And you study the faces* of men and 
women who have been no more than flickering blobs 
as your car sped by.

"All of this restrictive mo­ 
netary policy has been per­ 
petrated by the federal gov­ 
ernment purportedly foi* cur­ 
bing inflation,” he said. 
"We believe this method of 
curbing inflation is not only 
counterproductive in that it 
fans the fires of inflation, but 
it has a disproportionately da­ 
maging effect on housing, an 
industry which depends al­ 
most exclusively on thrift in­ 
stitutions for funding.” 


Rare freshwater shrimps 
sought in can cer research

— Cancer researchers are 
s e a r c h i n g the lakes and 
streams of the Texas hill 
country for rare foot-long, 
freshwater shrimps that could 
advance development of a 
cancer preventative. 
Dr. Frederick Rommel, as­ 
sistant professor of pediatrics 
and microbiology at the Uni- 
v e r s i t y of Texas Health 
S c i e n c e Center, says the 
shrimp may contain a pos­ 
sible anti-cancer mechanism 
similar to the one he believes 
occurs naturally in salt-water 
lobsters. 
Rommel began his experi­ 
mentation with lobsters, but 
very few could be obtained 
uninjured from commercial 
suppliers. He looked lor an al­ 
ternative and now he thinks 
he’s found it. 
Last summer, an area fish­ 
erman brought Rommel a 
species of shellfish that nei­ 
ther could identify. 
The 
creature, 
now 
pre­ 
served as a laboratory curios­ 
ity, is about 18 inches long 
claw to tail, and weighs about 
20 ounces. It resembles a lob- 
s t e r , but the researcher 
learned it was a species 
fresh-water prawn, or shrimp 
The shrimp was found

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Disease spreading in India 
25,000 die in smallpox epidemic 


NEW DELHI (UPI) - Al­ 
most 25,000 persons have died 
in India during the past six 
m o n t h s 
in 
the 
world’s 
deadliest smallpox epidemic 
of the 20th century and the 
disease has spread to at least 
o n e 
neighboring 
country, 
health officials said Wednes­ 
day. 


The officials said the figure 
of 10,000 dead provided by the 
Indian 
government 
to 
the 
World 
Health 
Organization 
was 
a 
“conservative 
esti­ 
mate” and the actual death 
toll was probably closer to 
25,000, 


“What we have here is the 
biggest smallpox epidemic the 
world has seen since before 
World War I,” said one WHO 
officer. “So fat- we have 103,- 
830 cases reported across In­ 
dia and we’re turning up an 
awful lot of new cases every 
day.” 


WHO officials said travelers 
from the worst hit states of 
Bihar and Uttar Pradesh in 
northern India were carrying 
the disease into Nepal. 
“Villagers and traders who 
are still in the long smallpox 
incubation period and don’t 
even know they have it are 


crossing 
the 
border 
daily 
without passing health check 
points,” one official said. 
The government has so far 
played down the scope of the 
epidemic for fear of spread- 
i n g p a n i c —particularly 
among foreign tourists. 
There is no treatment for 
smallpox, a disease so an­ 
cient it was described in the 
sacred Sanskrit writings of 
India. 
“If you’ve been 
exposed 
and you haven’t been vacci­ 
nated, you’re going to die, be 
blinded or at least horribly 
disfigured,” a WHO spokes­ 


man said. 
“When we find an infected 
area we vaccinate everyone 
there,” a WHO officer said. 
“It would take us 1,000 years 
to vaccinate everyone in In­ 
dia at the current rate so 
right now we are just vacci­ 
nating to maintain the dis­ 
ease.”

POMONA — Cal Poly’s John Sco- 
linos has a new distinction today. 
He is a Hall of Famer. 


The veteran skipper received word 
Thursday of his election into the Hall 
of Fame of the American Association 
of College Baseball Coaches. 
Scolinos will be officially Inducted 
into the Hall of Fame at the annual 
Coach of the Year banquet in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. early in January. 


In recognition of the honor, a plaque 
with Scolinos’ picture and a brief 
biography of the Bronco coach will be 
installed in the Hall of Fame at West­ 
ern Michigan University in Kalamazoo, 
Mich. Scolinos will be given one for 
himself and Poly will receive another 
for public display. 
Scolinos will begin his 28th year of 
collegiate coaching next spring and his 
14th at Cal 
Poly. 
He ranks third 
among active baseball coaches with a 
lifetime 657-479 record compiled at 
Pepperdine and Poly. 
‘This is quite a surprise to me,” 
Scolinos said when informed of the 
honor. “I thought you had to be retired 
to earn this award. 1 hope that’s not 
true.” 
The 57-year-old coach isn’t about to 
call it a career. 
“I want to keep on coaching,” Sco­ 
linos said when asked about his future. 
“ I plan to stay in it until I lose my 
interest in coaching young men.” 
As expected, Scolinos had plenty of 


praise for players, administrators, as­ 
sistants and anyone else who has help­ 
ed his program. 
“I am very appreciative of this hon­ 
or,” he said. “It reflects on the players 
and my many fine assistants who have 
worked with me. They have made my 
job much easier. 
“I have also been blessed with many 
outstanding players. They may not 
have the greatest talent but they were 
hard workers and good people.” 


JOHN SCOLINOS 


After compiling a 325-223 record in 14 
s e a s o n s at Pepperdine, 
Scolinos 
switched to Poly in 1960 to serve as an 
assistant under Barney Anooshian. 
At Poly, Scolinos’ teams have com­ 
piled a 332-256 record. His Bronco 
clubs entered the NCAA Regionals in 
1964 and 1966 as a major college inde­ 
pendent. 


But Poly hasn’t fared quite as well 
since joining the California Collegiate 
Athletic Association (CCAA) in 1967. 
Scolinis is still looking for his first 
CCAA title. 


“ We have come real close but it’s 
been real tough,” Scolinos said. “I 
sure would love to give Poly a cham­ 
pionship and go back to the national 
(NCAA College Division) playoffs. I re­ 
alize it’s difficult and you must have 
everything going for you to do it.” 
“ I have enjoyed my stay at Poly,” 
Soiinos added. “ I have always received 
great cooperation and where could you 
find better facilities? I would like to 
have a better budget but I understand 
those problems.” 
Poly is off a 24-26 season but Sco­ 
linos feels his team did well consid­ 
ering the schedule against teams of the 
caliber of Arizona, USC, UCLA, Hawaii 
and Oregon.

Biggest problem will be 
to replace Verhoeven, Merenda and 
Don Snyder. 
“ At this point, I have a bunch of kids 
that have indicated they are coming to 
La Verne,” Hines said. “ But I really 
won't know until September. We don’t 
have letters of intent so I really can’t 
say.” 
Among the local and area players 
Hines is interested in, providing they 
don’t sign to play pro ball, are Larry 
Pekarcik of Damien, Steve lies of Upl­ 
and, Todd Ervin of Claremont, Scott 
Richartz of Chino and Richard Ortega 
of Bonita. 
Hines himself will manage a “rookie 
league” team for the Angels at Ogden, 
Utah, in the Pioneer League. But he 
already has set up a great baseball 
schedule for next year’s La Verne 
team. 
The Leopards will play Arizona State 
two games under the lights at On­ 
tario’s John Galvin Park in early 
March. The Leos will make their trek 
to Arizona the week before Easter next 
year. 
Hines’ team will spend Easter vaca­ 


tion playing in the Las Vegas Classic, 
a new tournament with teams like Uni­ 
versity of California, 
University of 
3 exas, Michigan and perhaps another 
Big 10 team, plus Texas El Paso and 
host school, Nevada-Las Vegas. 
Still smarting from Wednesday’s loss 
to Sam Houston, Hines found it diffi­ 
cult to assess the season as a whole. 
“When you get this close to a nation­ 
al title and miss,” he explained, “you 
have a tendency to wipe out the rest of 
the year.” 
Five of the Leopards’ nine losses in 
a 37-9 season were by one run.

I was 
disappointed in some elements in our

Dierker continues 
in comeback role

Larry Jores, technically 
a 
professional football player, 
ran in the 53rd NCAA track 
and 
field 
meet 
Thursday 
night—which was all nice and 
legal. 
But when professionalism is 
introduced into the world of 
amateur athletics, it has to 
produce controversy and this 
was certainly no exception. In 
this case, however, the target 
of the athletes’ bitterness was 
the AAU. 
In the race for the team 
title, .meanwhile, Tennessee, 
UCLA, Brigham Young and 
North Carolina Central all 
stayed in the running, but 
Texas-El Paso, another of the 
favorites, fell from contention 
when Mirer pole vaulter Lar­ 
ry Jesse failed to survive the 
qualifying round. 
Jones, a quartermiler from 
Northeast Missouri State, sig­ 
ned a pro contract with the 
New York Giants of the Na­ 
tional Football League and, 
under new NCAA rules, is 
permitted to participate in 
the track championships as 
long as he is not a profession­ 
al in track. 
But because of his pro foot­ 
ball status, Jores, who turned 
in the third best qualifying 
time in the 440-yard dash, is 
not eligible to compete in 


1 next week’s AAU meet nor is 
he eligible to try for the 
United States 1976 Olympic 
team. 
" I’ve been getting 
raw 
deal as far as publicity goes,’’ 
Jones said Thursday night. 
"Everyone is saying ‘who is 
this Larry Jones and where is 
Northeast Missouri and what 
is all this trouble he’s caus­ 
ing.’ They make me feel as If 


I had committed some kind of 
sacrilegious sin. 
"If I had known the con­ 
sequences of the international 
rule I would never have sig­ 
ned. If the New York Giants 
had known the consequences 
they would not have sigred 
me. I didn’t sign (with the 
G i a n t s ) until the NCAA 
changed its rule.” 
Tennessee’s Darwin Bond, 
another quartermiler who is 
expected to challenge for the 
championship in his event 
Saturday, also had some vit­ 
riolic comments for the AAU. 
"The NCAA has slacked off 
in its strict rules,” he said, 
"but the AAU still treats ath­ 
letes like pawns.” 
The AAU’s rules state that 
any athlete which competes 
against a professional is also 
ineligible 
for 
international 
events, but most of the par­ 
ticipants in the NCAA 440 feel 
that rule will not or cannot be 
imposed. 
"I never considered 
not 
running,” said Terry Erick­ 
son of Southern Illinois. "The 
rule where they make every­ 
one ineligible is a (expletive) 
rule.” 
None 
of 
the 
contending 
teams, other than Texas-El 
Paso, suffered any major ca­ 
sualties during the almost 14 
hours of qualifying Thursday. 
Tennessee, seeking to de­ 
throne three-time defending 
champion UCLA, qualified 13 
of 19 athletes in the 14 events 
held including three in the 
steeplechase. 
The 
biggest 
Tennessee 
disappointment 
was the loss of freshman Jon 
Young in the lOOyard dash. 
UCLA had nine men out of 
13 make it through, with 
three pole vaulters surviving 


the qualifying along with top 
quartermilers Benny Brown 
and 
Maxie 
Pares. 
Field 
o r i e n t ed Brigham Young, 
which owns the lead going 
into today’s six final events 
as a result of a victory in the 
decathlon, had three of five 
make it through and North 
C a r o l i n a Central—a team 
made up almost entirely of 
sprinters—lost only one man 
out of seven.

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NEW YORK (U PI) — Jim Fregosi, the Texas Rangers’ vet­ 
eran. was right there in the middle of the whole thing Tuesday 
night in Cleveland. 
He says he’s sure it’ll never happen again. 
How sure. I asked him? 
Positive, he said. 
Jim Fregosi has been around awhile. He’s been around the 
majors alone 14 years. He’s an especially sharp observer and 
a good thinker, but in this case I have to disagree with him. 
He’s talking about the future after what happened Tuesday 
night at Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium where a substantial 
portion of the 25,134 fans on hand for a 10-cent beer night 
promotion got a little sloppy, spilled out on the field and con­ 
verted it into a madhouse. 
I think what took place in Cleveland the other night not only 
can happen again, but will happen again. 
Maybe not necessarily in the same place and in the same 
way, but somewhere along the circuit, and in some related 
way. 
Why? 
For any number of reasons, but basically for the best one I 
know — plain, old fashioned human nature. 
Billy Martin, the Rangers’ manager, says he never has seen 
anything like what happened the other night before in all his 
years in baseball, but that’s because he hasn't been around 
long enough. 
In the very ballpark he made his reputation, Yankee Sta­ 
dium, I saw a terrible full-scale riot develop simply because 
some people were being rained on in the open bleachers there. 
One person was trampled to death. That was in Babe Ruth’s 
time. 
People don’t change much down through the years.

Riots at sports events have been going on a long time. 
South America is considered the mother country for them. 
Maybe you still remember how hundreds of fans were 
killed during a riot at a soccer game in Lima. Peru, more 
than 10 years ago. The one was so bad, many of the dead were 
carried out of the stadium by their friends. 
Psychologists claim many of the riots frequently result from 
the fact that fans have a way of identifying with the athletes. 
The fans begin thinking of themselves as actually being these 
athletes they’re watching and then look around for some other 
fan to compete against. Generally, these feelings come out in 
the form of competitive hostility wherein Fan A throws a 
punch at Fan B. Before you know it there’s a fight, and with 
thousands of others around, if the fight gets out of hand, it can 
easily grow into something very close to a riot. Add some 
beer, and you’ve got more trouble yet. 
But let’s listen to Jim Fregosi and what makes him so posi­ 
tive there’ll never be a repetition of Tuesday night’s trouble. 
“ A number of things created what happened and I don’t 
think these same things will ever again come to a point in 
exactly the way they did this time,” he says. ‘‘Number one 
was the fight we had with the Cleveland players in Texas. It 
was built up by the media to draw people to the ballpark.” 
(Objection: When you can’t blame anyone else, blame the 
media. It’s convenient and seldom fights back. Often when the 
media does nothing more than report, it is accused of exager- 
ating. But this is Jim Fregosi talking, so let’s allow him to 
continue.) 


Closeness of game 


“ The second reason it won’t happen again was because this 
was beer night, and I don’t think there’ll be another one, and 
the third reason has to do with the closeness of the game. We 
were ahead 5-3 in the bottom of the ninth and they tied the 
score.” 
Fregosi can’t say enough about the Cleveland players, whom 
the Texas players had fought with on the field in Arlington, 
Tex., last week over a brushback incident. 
‘‘They saved us,” says the Rangers’ 32-year-old infielder. ‘‘If 
not for them, it could’ve been a total disaster. 
‘‘We knew something was going to happen because it was 
beer night. Like I say, the Indians helped us. Their dugout is 
on the first base side so they got to Jeff Burroughs (Texas 
rightfielder who was having trouble with a fan) before we did. 
We ran out to try to help Jeff. Then the people started coming 
at us. To see them converging on you from all directions, God, 
it’s weird! Bone-chilling. You looked into their eyes, you could 
see they were young kids and they were drunk. Most of them 
weren’t trying to hurt anybody. They were just out there to be 
out there. 
‘‘One kid. about 19 or 20, ran up to me and 1 didn’t know 
what he was going to do. 1 turned around quick and he said to 
me, ‘‘hey, man, if anybody tries to get you. I’ll help you!” ’ 
There were a couple of other light moments after the um­ 
pires forfeited the game to the Rangers. 
In the Texas dressing room, Fregosi went over to outfielder 
Tom Grieve, who had two homers and a single, and said to 
him: 
“ You know, with the game forfeited the way it was, none of 
those hits of yours count.” 
All three did. of course, but Gneve didn’t know it. He was 
glum for a moment, then suddenly brightened. 
‘‘Well,” he said, ‘‘1 swung the bat good anyway.”

Some of the great stars of 
their time made their bid as 
s o l o i s t s with orchestras. 
Among them were Bing Cros­ 
by, Frank Sinatra, Dick Hay- 
mes and Harriet Hilliard. 
Helen Forrest was an outs­ 
tanding singer during those 
days. She began her upward 
spiral with Artie Shaw and 
then sidled over to Benny 
Goodman and Harry James. 
Some of her finest songs 
were done with Goodman and 
those who do rot have the old 
78 rpms can enjoy the tunes 
again on a two Lp album, 
“ Benny Goodman and Helen 
Fo r r e s t ’ ’ (Columbia KG 
32822). 


Not Upstaged 
Goodman is best remem­ 
bered as a jazz and swing 
clarinetist in small groups but 
he also excelled as leader of 
a big band. And this was a 
big bard with such musicians 
as

Williams 
Billy Butterfield and Teddy 
Wilson.

But Helen Forrest was not 
to be upstaged as she sang 
"Amapola,” or “ Yours” or 
“ Lazy River.”

Charlie Rich has been hon­ 
ored by his Nashville peers as 
the top male country singer 
of the year. 
He should receive another 
award for patience. 
Charlie has been around for 
years, singing both country 
and pop music. Not so many 
years ago, Rich often would 
break into a song that hid 
the Presley sound but he ne­ 
ver lost his own identity. Now 
he is on top as himself. 
To really appreciate Rich's 
artistry, you have to asso­ 
ciate him with a composer 
who wrote country music lor 
posterity. And that would be 
Hank Williams. 
In 1967 Charlie recorded an 
album of Williams’ hit tunes. 
It has now been made avail­ 
able 
in 
a 
new 
pressing, 
‘Charlie Rich Sings Country 
and Western” (Hi SHL 3293). 
At that time Rich’s voice 
had a popular music flavor 
w h i c h mixed nicely with 
Hank Williams’ badads such 
as “ Your Cheating H eart.” 
When Williams introduced 
“ Your Cheating Heart” earlv 
in the 1950’s, Hank sang it in 
* fas* tempo with a fine nasal 
twang. But the musical stra­ 
tegists saw commercial possi­ 
bilities in the country tune 
and in a short time a voung, 
unknown singer named .Toni 
Jam es put it at the top of the 
pop charts with a slow-mov­ 
ing, sexy-sounding version. 
Rich, in this session, chose 
to follow a slow arrangem ent 
— more as a blues tune than 
a 
country 
composition. 
In 
doing so. he g?.ve the song an 
ever broader dimension. 
An up-tempo is required for 
another Williams’ country hit, 
“ Hey, Good Lockin’.” It is 
quite possible that Rich fore­ 
saw the likelihood of country 


music 
moving 
toward 
the 
rock beat because his version 
of “ Hey, Goui Lookin’” is 
closer to 1973 than 1967. 


Among the songs in this se­ 
lection are “ Half as Much,” 
“Cold, Cold Heart,” “ I’m So 
Lonesome I Could Cry” and 
“ Wedding Bells.” Rich gives 
each one his personal touch 
but 
preserves 
the 
original 
Williams idea.

Elvis Presley’s . latest 
al­ 
bum. “ Raised on Rock, For 
01’ Times Sake” (RCA APL 
1-0388) is far removed from 
his Pristine efforts that made 
him the King of the 1950s. Yet 
it is still Elvis and it should 
appeal to the hausfraus who 
w ere the bobby soxers of his 
heyday. 
When Presley returned to 
live performing in 1969 after 
a nine-year hitch before the 
movie cam eras, he had lost 
none of the masculine drive 
that made him a sex symbol. 
But he was ready to accept 
new ideas and he kept his 
music moving forward. 
That is the essence of this 
latest Presley performance. It 
has vitality from the begin­ 
ning and Presley, with the 
help of amplified instruments, 
never really Jets the pace sla­ 
cken.

This is the year everyone is 
hanging them high! New co­ 
lor combinations in Fuchsia 
h a n g i n g baskets, graceful 
arching branches displaying 
myriads of color best enjoyed 
from below. 
Fuchsia hybridizers haw 
come up with upright and 
trailing varieties. The Califor­ 
nia Association of Nursery­ 
men suggests you check la­ 
bels of Fuchsias on display. 
The symbols TR or HB indi­ 
cate trailing or hanging bas­ 
ket types. Other symbols on 
labels give further informa­ 
tion 
about 
variety: 
C-red 
means die flower petals are 
red and S-white means the 
seoals (wrapped around the 
petals) are contrasting white. 
You can pretty well picture 
the flower before the plants 
are in bloom. 
S?lect a plant, then pick out 
a basket. It can be pottery, 
plastic or wood. Fuchsia fan­ 
ciers lean toward redwood be- 


cause of the greater retention 
of water. This is helpful when 
it is inconvenient to water the 
plants for a period of several 
days. Always choose baskets 
with swivel hangers. Turning 
in gentle breezes exposes all 
sides equally to light 
Use the planting mix rec­ 
ommended by your nursery­ 
man. Chances are, he has one 
already made up in con­ 
venient bags. 
After planting, soak basket 
and all in a tub of water until 
bubbles stop rising. Use no 
fertilizer when planting, but 
feed with a liquid plant food 
recommended for acid-tole­ 
rant plants beginning a month 
later. Hang the basket in a 
place providing shade, but not 
excluding light, and protected 
from strong winds. Be sure to 
check frequently for water re­ 
quirements. 
Fuchsias 
are 
magnificent friends to have 
around: a delight to the eye, 
refreshing to the soul. 


Gardener's checklist 


1. Cut back the old flower­ 
ing stalks on delphinium. The 
plants will bloom again in the 
fall. 
2. Bush roses can be lightly 
summer pruned for shape af­ 
ter they finish their spring 
bloom. 
3. Beddirg plants will pro­ 
vide quick garden color. Here 
is a partial list that are splen- 
d id s u m m e r performers: 
Marigolds, 
Zinnias, 
Asters, 
Periwinkle, Ageratum and Pe­ 
tunias. See your nurseryman 
for other summer blooming 
annuals. 
4. You can plant all types 
of container grown trees and 
shrubs at this time of year. 
5. Such plants as Azaleas, 
Camelias and Rhododendrons 


should be fed this month with 
an acid-type fertilizer. Roses, 
Fuchsias, 
Chrysanthhemums 
and Hibiscus need regular 
feeding with complete plant 
foods to keep lush growth and 
bloom coming or. Your nur­ 
seryman can guide you as to 
the proper foods to use.

Be­ 
cause Floribundas have a 
long blooming period they are 
often used for sprays and co­ 
lor effects in gardens.

Floribunda roses can still 
be obtained in containers, al­ 
ready blooming, and ready 
for planting. Select the sites 
for your Floribunda choices 
and place the plants, root balls 
and all into planting holes 
which should be twice as wide 
as the container and six in­ 
ches deeper. Make sure that 
the original ball of soil sits up 
out of the ground anywhere

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Engine fire, 
Loser now favored 
tire hazard 
to succeed Moretti 
on cars told 


WASHINGTON

The government warned Wed­ 
nesday of the danger of po- 
tenially 
dangerous 
engine 
fires in about 200,000 eight-and 
nine-year old Chevrolets and 
Buicks. 


Owners of about 135,000 re­ 
cent model Ford Pinto station 
wagons were cautioned about 
a wheel problem that could 
cause tire blowouts. 


In a preliminary report, the 
N a t i o n a l Highway Traffic 
Safety Agency said a defect 
in the carburetors on some 
1965 and 1966 Chevrolets and 
some 1966 Buicks could allow 
raw gasoline to spray on a 
heated engine. 


It was not known which 
models of the cars 
were 
equipped with the “Rochester 
Quadrajet units,” a spokes­ 
man said. 


In a separate action, the 
agency said it had been dis­ 
covered that 1972 and 1973 
Pinto station wagons had a 
m e t a l “projection” inside 
their rear wheel wells which 
could cause blowouts. 


According to the agency, 
the metal tabs, which have no 
operational use, can slash the 
tire’s sidewall. 


T h e 
G M 
investigation 
showed that a metal plug or­ 
iginally installed in the car­ 
buretors of the cars could 
drop out, leaving “a one-half 
inch opening from which raw 
gasoline may be sprayed onto 
the auto engine,” the agency 
said. 


The agency said GM failed 
t o 
provide 
any 
foolproof 
means of keeping the metal 
plug in place. 


In the consumer bulletin, 
the agency said the half-inch 
tabs inside Pinto station wa­ 
gon wheels can be “easily 
bent down to eliminate risk.” 
But it urged owners who have 
had tires damaged from the 
tabs to make a report to the 
Transportation 
Department, 
including the make, model 
and year of the car, and the 
sire and serial number of the 
tire.

Q — I hold shares of United Financial Corp. of California 
(NYSE). I would like your analysis of the prospects for this 
company. — J. V. 


A — With moneyrates at near-recordlevels, the immediate 
outlook for savings and loans is not appealing. Looking beyond 
the current situation, however, prospects appear brighter. In­ 
terest rates are expected to begin easing shortly, which would 
reduce the amount of disintermediation (outflow of money 
from savings accounts to higher yielding investments) being 
experienced by savings institutions. Loan demand should also 
pick up in response to any lowering in interest costs. Near- 
reeord mortgage rates have put a lid on new building, a situa­ 
tion which should improve in the latter half of the year. 


United Financial has felt the impact of the negative con­ 
ditions; loan originations were off 10 per cent in the first 
quarter, savings inflows were flat year to year and net income 
dropped 5.5 per cent. If money conditions ease in line with the 
expected timetable, United could report higher earnings again 
this year. Shares at only 5x possible 1974 net have excellent 
upside potential.
